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REMARKS 

Claims 1 and 16 have been amended. Claims 3 and 17 have been canceled. Therefore, 
claims 1-2, 4- 1 6, and 1 8-2 1 are pending in the case. Entrance of the amendments to the claims 
and further examination and reconsideration of pending claims 1-2, 4-16, and 18-21 are 
respectful ly requested. 

Section 103 Rejections 

Claims 1-3, 8, 10-16, and 19 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,156,580 to Wooten et al. (hereinafter "Wooten"). The § 103 
rejections of claims 3, 12, 13, and 15 were reversed by the Board of Patent Appeals and 
Interferences as indicated in the Decision on Appeal mailed November 1 5, 2010. 

Independent claim 1 has been amended to be rewritten as previously presented claim 3 
thereby rendering rejections of claim 1 moot. Original claim 3 has been canceled. Claims 2, 8, 
and .10-15 are dependent from newly amended claim 1, which now contains allowable subject 
matter, thereby rendering rejections of claims 2, 8, and 10-15 moot. 

Independent claim 16 has been amended to include the allowable subject matter of claim 
17 thereby rendering rejections of claim 16 moot. Claim 19 is dependent from newly amended 
claim 16, which now contains allowable subject matter, thereby rendering rejection of claim 19 
moot. 

In light of the form amendments to the aforesaid claims, each of which now contains 
allowable subject matter, Applicants respectfully request removal of the § 103 rejections of 
claims 1-2, 8, 10-16, and 19. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 20-21 were allowed. Claims 4-7, 9, 17, and 18 were objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but were deemed al lowable if rewritten in independent 
form including a ll of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Applicants 
appreciate the Examiner's indication of allowable subject matter. As noted above, the allowable 
subject matter of claim 17 has been incorporated into independent claim 16. Therefore, claim 17 
has been canceled. 

CONCLUSION 

This response constitutes a complete response to all issues raised in the Final Office 
Action mailed January 4, 2007. In view of the amendments and remarks presented herein, 
Applicants assert that pending claims 1-2, 4-16, and 18-21 are in condition for allowance. If the 
Examiner has any questions, comments, or suggestions, the undersigned earnestly requests a 
telephone conference.
